THE FOLLOWING LETTER WAS SENT TO EACH BOARD MEMBER 


My dear Mr. Secretary: 

Reference is made to the Recommendation to the President 
by the National Security Resources Board entitled “Security for 
the Nation's Capital", sent to the White House October 27, 1948, 
as NSRB-R-13. I have today written to the heads of the various 
agencies involved in order to effect implementation of this 
recommendation as rapidly as possible.
